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Self-Storage Facility Proposed | 


On Part Of Home Depot Site

A Burlington-based com- 
pany is proposing to build 
a self-storage facility with 
nearly 1,300 units on part 
of the Home Depot site in 
South Quincy. 

RJ Kelly Company of 
Burlington has proposed 
constructing the four-story 
self-storage building, which 
would include 1,280 units, 
at 465-480 Centre Street 


— the section of Home De- 
pot’s parking lot closest to 
the Quincy Adams MBTA 
station. The site includes 
149,000 square feet of land 
in an Industrial A zoning 
district. The developer has 
proposed including 25 park- 
ing spaces on site, plus four 
loading bays for its custom- 
ers. 

The Planning Board held 
a public hearing on the pro- 


posal during its meeting on 
Sept. 11. No vote was taken 
that night and the board will 


_ consider the matter again on 


Nov. 13. The project also 
requires approval from the 
City Council, which must 
amend the 2001 special per- 
mit granted to Home Depot 
to allow development on the 
portion of the parking lot in 
question. The council will 
meet at 6:30 p.m. on Oct. 7 


to consider the request. 

The self-storage _facil- 
ity would operate under the 
Stor-U-Self brand, which 
is a subsidiary of RJ Kelly. 
Shawn Smith, a vice presi- 
dent with RJ Kelly, said the 
company owns 35 Stor-U- 
Self facilities in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and New 
Hampshire. Those locations

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High Schools To Install Vaping Detectors

As the use of vaping 
rises exponentially among 
teenagers, Quincy school 
officials are implementing a 
program to educate students 
of its dangers and part of 
that initiative includes the 
installation of detectors in 
the city’s two high schools 
to alert administrators of 
e-cigarette use in the build- 
ings. 

Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro _ in- 
formed the school commit- 
tee at its Sept. 11 meeting 
that the district was awarded 


a $15,000 grant from its 
school partner, Beth Israel 
Deaconess Hospital in Mil- 
ton, to fund a three-year 
vaping _prevention/educa- 
tion program targeting grade 
9 and 10 students. 

“It will provide educa- 
tion within the classrooms 
and connecting with stu- 
dents to make sure they 
understand the risks and 
seriousness of vaping and 
e-cigarettes while promot- 
ing healthy decision-making 
and parent education and 
how they should talk to their 


children about vaping,” he 
said. “(The grant) will be a 
great assistance at the high 
school level.” 

Additionally, the district 
applied for and received a 
grant from Norfolk District 
Attorney Michael Mor- 
rissey for a pilot program 


involving the installation of 


detectors in locker rooms 
and restrooms at both North 
Quincy and Quincy high 
schools. 

“These detectors are ca- 
pable of detecting nicotine, 
marijuana, THC, vape, and 


smoke in locations where 
we obviously can’t have 
cameras,” DeCristofaro 
said. 

If the devices detect 
smoke or vapor from certain 
substances, they will pro- 
vide an alert to administra- 
tors. DeCristofaro noted the 
detectors are not meant to 
just catch students in the act 
of smoking or vaping, but, 
to be used as an intervention 
and deterrent piece. 

“It’s not a gotcha to our 
students, but, really a point 
of intervention to make sure 
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our students understand the 
dangers,” he said. “We can 
intervene with them in small 
groups and in guidance 
groups. I think the deterrent 
piece will be very valuable.” 
The superintendent 
said the detectors could 
be expanded to the middle 
schools at some point. 
DeCristofaro expressed 
concern about peer pressure 
when it comes to vaping. 
“We understand there is 
a lot of peer pressure on our 
students,” he said. “We want 
them to understand we can 


intervene.” 

Both federal and state 
health officials have recent- 
ly sounded an alarm about 
vaping. Over the past few 
months, vaping has been 
linked to several deaths and 
more than 400 lung-related 
illnesses in the nation.

Vaping involves the use 
of electronic cigarettes that 
are battery-powered and 
heat liquid fed from a car- 
tridge. The liquid is turned 
into an aerosol vapor that 
can be inhaled and produces 
abig “smoke” cloud. _ 

Some of the liquid is of- 
fered in various flavors that 
are appealing to teens. The 
Trump administration is 
looking into banning all fla- 
vors of e-cigarette liquids. 

Health experts say that 
most liquids contain nico- 
tine — the addictive drug in 
tobacco — and other poten- 
tially _harmful. chemicals. 
Experts say the nicotine is 
as addictive as opioids. 

Initially. marketed as a 
smoking cessation tool, vap- 
ing quickly became popular 
among young adults, par- 


ticularly with the introduc- _ 


tion of flavored aerosols. 
Many teens see vaping as 
less harmful than smoking a 
cigarette. 

According to Johns Hop- 
kins Medicine, e-cigarettes 
have become more popular 
than traditional tobacco cig- 
arettes. The U.S. Surgeon 
General has reported that 
e-cigarette use among high 
school students has spiked 
by 900 percent in the past 
few years. Additionally, 40 
percent of teen e-cigarette 
users had never smoked a 
tobacco cigarette. 

Health experts say that 
the various flavors make 
vaping appealing to teens, a 
concern shared by DeCris- 
tofaro. 

“Even if they weren’t go- 
ing to smoke cigarettes, this 
may be far more enticing for 
them,” he said. 

The superintendent noted 
the vape aerosol can be dan- 
gerous to non-users. 

“The aerosol can be in- 


haled not only by the user 


_ but by bystanders, like sec- 


ond-hand smoke,” he said. 

The district’s vaping 
prevention program also 
includes parent education. 


. DeCristofaro said that pro- . 


grams about vaping are 
scheduled to be held on 
Oct. 8 at 6:30 p.m. at North 
Quincy High School and on 
Oct. 22 at 6 p.m. at Quincy 
High School. The presenta- 
tions are supported by each 
high school’s respective 
PTO. 

These programs will fo- 
cus on health risks related to 
vaping, the impact of mar- 
keting on youth, and how 
parents can talk to their chil- 
dren about vaping making 
healthy decisions. Addition- 
ally, there will be resources 
available for parents about 
teen vaping. 

The superintendent said 
the Quincy Police DARE 
officers, Don Sautter and 
Mellanie Reeves, will be 


making presentations on 
vaping to middle school stu- 
dents. 

“They have a lot of new 
material on vaping for the 
middle schools,” he said. 

Quincy school officials 
first voiced concern about 
vaping among teens nearly 
year ago and have since 
been working on addressing 
the issue. 

DeCristofaro said it’s all 
hands on deck to combat 
the vaping crisis involving 
health educators, guidance, 
and teachers. . 

“Everyone is working to- 
gether,” he said.

Health Commissioner Mandates Immediate 
Reporting Of Vaping-Related Disease To DPH 


Any suspected cases of 
unexplained e-cigarette or 
vaping-associated. _ pulmo- 
nary disease 
diately reported to the De- 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) for the next 12 
months, as a result of a new 
mandate issued last week 
by Massachusetts Public 
Health Commissioner Mon- 
ica Bharel, MD, MPH. 

“As more cases of vaping- 
related pulmonary diseases 
are seen nationwide, Com- 
missioner Bharel is using 
her authority under state 
regulations to require re- 
porting of this emergent 
condition. Last month, 
DPH sent a clinical alert 
to 25,000 Massachusetts 
health care providers asking 
them to voluntarily report 
pulmonary-related disease 
associated with vaping. 

“We are beginning to 
hear from clinicians about 
what they are seeing in 


their practice as a result of 


the health alert,’ Commis- 


-be immie- 


sioner Bharel said. “Today’s 


action establishes the legal 


framework for healthcare 


" providers “to report cases 


and suspécted cases so that 
we can get a better sense of 
the overall burden of dis- 
ease in Massachusetts. It 
also will allow us to provide 
case counts to the US Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention as they continue 
to try to understand the na-. 
tionwide impact of vaping- 
related disease.” 

The DPH-regulation au- 
thorizes the Commissioner 
to declare diseases or con- 
ditions immediately report- 
able to the Department, as 
well as to conduct related 
surveillance. DPH said it 
was issuing the new man- 
date “because this disease 
is recently identified or sus- 
pected to be a public health 
concern and because it is 
necessary to collect more 
information to assess and 
reduce the potential burden 
of associated morbidity.”

While not rare, the Sept. 
11th action is also not rou- 
tine. The Commissioner last 
issued a mandate two years 
ago requiring providers to 
report cases of amnesia as- 
sociated with intravenous 
drug use. 

The new requirements 
were sent to all clinicians, 


including internal medicine, 


family practice, general 
practice, emergency medi- 


cine, and clinical care as’ 


well as pediatricians, pulm- 
onologists, and nurse practi- 


_tioners. It was accompanied 


by a clinical advisory that 
asks providers to report any 
case of a person experienc- 
ing otherwise unexplained 
progressive symptoms of 
shortness of breath, fatigue, 
chest pain, cough, or weight 
loss, of any severity, and 
an abnormal chest imaging 
study associated with vap- 
ing. The suspected cases are 
to be reported via a form 
and sent to a confidential 
fax line. 

Nationally, as of Sept. 6, 
450 possible cases of severe 
lung disease associated with 
electronic-cigarette product 
use Or vaping. were reported 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Pa- 
tients have presented with. 
respiratory symptoms in- 
cluding cough, shortness of 
breath, and fatigue. Symp- 
toms worsened over a pe- 
riod of days or weeks before 
admission to the hospital. 
Other symptoms reported 
by some patients included 
fever, anorexia, pleuritic 
chest pain, nausea, and diar- 
thea. 

All of those patients re- 
ported vaping in the weeks 
and months prior to hospi- 
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tal admission. Many have 
acknowledged recent use 


of — tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC)-containing products; 


however, no specific prod- 
uct has been identified in all 
cases, nor has any product 
been conclusively linked 
to this clinical syndrome. 
Some cases have reported 
using only nicotine-contain- 
ing products. 

DPH is actively inves- 
tigating several suspected 
vaping-associated  pulmo- 
nary cases. There have been 
no cases confirmed in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The latest statewide data 
shows 41 percent of Mas- 
sachusetts high school stu- 
dents have tried e-cigarettes 
at least once. About 20 per- 
cent of them reported us- 
ing e-cigarettes in the past 
30 days — a rate six times 
higher than adults. Nearly 
10 percent of middle school 
students say they have tried 
e-cigarettes, 

In 2018, Governor Char- 
lie Baker signed a law that 
incorporates _ e-cigarettes 
into the definition of tobac- 
co, therefore making it ille- 
gal to vape where it is ille- 
gal to smoke and that raised 
the minimum legal sale of 
tobacco products, including 
e-cigarettes to 21. 

In the past year, DPH has’ 
conducted two public infor- 
mation campaigns (see here 
and here) to raise awareness 
among middle and high- 
school-aged youth and their 
parents about the dangers of 
vapes and e-cigarettes. DPH 
will reprise both campaigns 
in the next few weeks and 
include resources for young 
people to assist them with 
quitting.

THIS 1943 real photo postcard is a view of the old City 
Home that was located on the City Farm on Sea Street 
across from Mount Wollaston Cemetery. The City Farm 
or Poor Farm as it was first called was on land left for 
public use by William Coddington in the earliest Colo- 
nial days. He intended that the land be used to support 
public education, but there are various other uses of it 
today. The Town of Quincy had erected an almshouse 
on this site in 1814 as a “refuge for the indigent.” This 
building erected in 1898 replaced the original. Somewhat 
out of sight, set back from Sea Street and located behind 
the Police Station, the building was made more visible, 
as shown here, when Broad Street was constructed in the 
1940s. The Home was managed for many years by the 
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City’s Welfare Department until it was demolished in 
1968 to make way for a new Registry of Motor Vehicles 
office. The Registry had been in cramped quarters on 
Hancock Street across from the Woodward School. The 
city built and leased the new building to the Registry 
until 1988 when they moved to the renovated Sears 
Roebuck Store in Quincy Center. In 1989, the Quincy 
Interfaith Sheltering Coalition acquired the Registry 
building to once again house the indigent on this site as 
Father Bill’s Place. The old City Farm is now home to 
the City’s Public Works Department.

* 2 organic eggs, whisked with sea salt 
and pepper to taste along with a tablespoon 
of parmesan OR pecorino romano ‘(made 
from sheep’s milk) and 4 teaspoon garlic

* 1 tablespoon or so of olive oil to heat 
in the pan 

¢ 2 tablespoons minced onion 


* 2 tablespoons of minced red pepper (or 
mushrooms) 

¢ 4 teaspoon dried basil 

¢ 4 teaspoon dried oregano 

¢ 3 tablespoons or so of tomato sauce, or 
spaghetti sauce that is warmed 


Coat a small skillet with olive oil and 
heat until very hot on.medium heat (not 
high). 

Add herbs and onion/pepper/mushroom 
combo. Cook until fragrant. Now increase 
heat a bit and add in egg mixture. 


Cook as you would a regular omelet by

Medication Assisted Treatment _ 
Pilot Program Launched 


Norfolk County Sheriff 
Jerry McDermott joined his 


colleagues from the Mas- 


sachusetts Sheriffs’ - Asso- 


‘ciation (MSA), legislators, 


advocates, researchers and 
federal officials at the State 
House recently to announce 
the launch of a landmark 
initiative providing ex- 
panded medication assisted 
treatment (MAT) options to 
those with opioid use disor- 
der (OUD) at correctional 
facilities in seven counties. 
The. pilot program for- 
mally launched on Sept. 1 
in Essex, Franklin, Hamp- 
den, Hampshire, Middlesex, 
Norfolk and Suffolk coun- 
ties following a year-long 
design and implementation 
process. As. part of the pi- 
lot, individuals entering fa- 
cilities in the seven counties 
on any of the three FDA- 
approved MAT regimens 
(buprenorphine, methadone 
or. naltrexone) will have 
the ability to continue their 
treatment regimen while 
incarcerated, unless deter- 
mined otherwise by a quali- 
fied- addiction specialist. 
Sentenced inmates not on a 
verified MAT regimen at the 
time: of their commitment 
may also be evaluated for 
participation 30 days prior 
to their scheduled release. 
“The Norfolk County 
House of Correction is 


MAT Program,” said Mc- 
Dermott said. “It is impor- 
tant that we utilize all the re- 
sources and methods at our 
disposal to combat this drug 
epidemic which effects all 
of our communities, wheth- 
er by addiction or crimes. 
This is a pioneering step in 
addressing these problems.” 
Since its launch on Sun- 
day, nearly 100 individuals 
have had MAT administered 
across the seven counties. 
In addition to collabora- 


tion across the participating . 


offices, sheriffs also worked 
closely with the Baker- 
Polito Administration on the 
implementation of the pilot 
which is a direct result of 
Chapter 208 of the Acts of 
2018 signed with bi-partisan 
support by Governor Baker 
last summer. Building on 
this success of the STEP 
Act, the bill expanded the 
use of medication assisted 
treatment by requiring the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) to implement a MAT 
pilot program in Houses 
of Correction no later than 
September 1, 2019. 

“This pilot program 
serves as another tool for 
law enforcement and pub- 
lic health leaders to explore 
ways to address the opioid 
epidemic,” said Governor 
Charlie Baker. “While we 
have seen some progress, 


me ree 


our work is never done 
and our administration will 


continue collaborating with © 


law enforcement and other 
stakeholders to combat this 
public health crisis across 
the Commonwealth.” 

“Our administration is 
proud to have doubled in- 
vestments in substance mis- 
use and prevention across 
state agencies since 2015, 
and we continue to work 
with our partners in law 
enforcement to do all we 
can tc address the opioid 
epidemic,” said Lieuten- 
ant Governor Karyn Polito. 
“This new pilot program 
represents another mecha- 
nism to pursue options for 
helping individuals with a 
substance use disorder get 
on a path to recovery.”

Bisphenol A, or BPA, has 
long been used in plastics. 
In the past it could be found 
in a wide array of products 
including the lining of food 
cans, food storage contain- 
ers, water bottles and even 
the coating on cash-receipt 
paper. 

Recently though, compa- 
nies have switched to sub- 
stitutes and advertise their 
products as “BPA-free.” 
Based on research showing 
that BPA is an endocrine dis- 


ruptor capable of interfering | 


with the body’s ones 
and may have detrimental 
effects, manufacturers have 
been phasing out bisphenol 
A because of evidence it 
might harm human health. 
Studies have linked higher 
BPA exposure to increased 
risks of obesity, type 2 dia- 
betes and attention-deficit/ 
hyperactivity disorder. 
However the question 
remains, are the BPA sub- 
stitutes any safer? A new 
study now introduces ques- 
tions about the chemicals 
that have replaced BPA in 
products. Melanie Jacobson, 
a research scientist at NYU 
Langone Health in New 


York City, who conducted 


the new study points out 


that there is not a lot known 


about these new chemicals. 
She maintains ‘that the re- 
placement chemicals are 
structurally similar to BPA, 
as inferred by names like 
bisphenol S and bisphenol 
F, two of the most common 
BPA substitutes. 
Additionally, there is lab 
evidence that BPA alterna- 
tives have estrogen-like 


activity. Furthermore, a 
study conducted by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency in 2017 concluded 
that certain substitutes were 
actually more powerful than 
BPA in activating estrogen 
receptors in human cells. 

In the new study, Jacob- 
son’s team concentrated on 
urinary levels of bisphenol 
S (BPS) and bisphenol F 
(BPF) in more than 1,800 
U.S. children and teenag- 
ers. The investigators dis- 
covered that overall, higher 
levels of those chemicals 
were associated with a high- 
er prevalence of obesity. 
The findings showed that 
for each unit of increase in 
BPS, the odds of obesity 
rose 16%, and the risk of 
severe obesity increased by 
18%, BPF, however, was 
less commonly detected in 
children’s urine. Nonethe- 
less, when BPF was noted, 
the odds of excess belly fat 
amplified the risk of abdom- 
inal obesity to 29% higher. 

Jacobsen noted that the 
findings needed to be inter- 
preted cautiously. She point- 
ed out that the study results 
did not prove cause and ef- 
fect and could not infer that 
the chemicals cause obesity 
or weight gain. Instead, the 
study demonstrates that a 
link between the chemicals 
and obesity are present, and 
additional research is neces- 
sary to see whether, for in- 
stance, the BPA substitutes 
are related to kids’ weight 


- gain over time. 


Still, it’s extremely im- 
portant to study these other 
bisphenols and determine 
their health effects, because 
people may assume that a 
“BPA-free” label means a 


product is safe, when, in 
fact, it often contains less- 
studied bisphenols. 

These new. findings, pub- 
lished online July 25 in the 
Journal of the Endocrine 
Society, are founded on data 
from a government health 
study conducted between 
2013 and 2016. It included 
1,831. children and teens 
aged 6 to 19. Virtually all 
had BPA in their urine sam- 
ples, while 88% had BPS, 
and 55% had BPF. Since 
bisphenols are frequently 
found in food packaging, 
people with high levels may 
eat a lot of processed foods. 
So, researchers noted, it can 
be difficult to weed out the 
effects of bisphenols from 
the effects of diet. 

However, they were able 
to account for the partici- 
pant’s calorie intake and still 
the link between bisphenols 
and obesity remained. Ul- 
timately the research sug- 
gests that diet and chemicals 
act together to create effects 
that are greater than those of 
either alone. 

In another study, an EPA 
scientist, Chris Corton along 
with researchers at King’s 
College London, embarked

N.E. Food Allergy Treatment 
Center Opens Quincy Office 


The New England Food 
Allergy Treatment Center 
(NEFATC), based in West 
Hartford CT, has opened a 
new location in Quincy, to 
treat patients with potential- 
ly severe food allergies. 

NEFATC-West Hartford, 
in operation for nearly a 
decade, successfully desen- 
sitizes patients to common 
food allergens using an ex- 
citing process called oral 
immunotherapy (OIT). 

The Quincy location was 
opened to address the needs 
of people in the Boston area 
and beyond. 

The Center in Quincy is 
led by Margaret Vallen, MD 
as well as John Johnson, 
MD and Jeffrey M Factor, 
MD, the Medical Director 
of the West Hartford Center. 
The state-of-the-art center, 
located at 700 Congress 
St. in Quincy, employs full 
time registered nurses as 
well as has 10 examination 
rooms to meet the needs of 
patients. The center treats 
patients from age 2 and 
older. Its mission is.to help 
desensitize children with 
potentially life-threatening 
food allergies, with a goal 
of providing a better quality 
of life for patients and their 
families. 

According to Dr. Val- 
len, the program requires a 
commitment of up to a year. 
With careful monitoring, pa- 
tients. visit the Center every 
two weeks until the mainte- 
nance dose is reached. Daily 
doses are consumed at home 
with a physician on call 24/7 
should a question arise. At 
its conclusion, patients with 
peanut allergy will be able 
to. consume at least 4 peanut

anxiety, and lead to an im- 
proved quality of life.

Dear Rusty: I will turn 66 in June of next year. I do not 
plan to stop working but I do plan on starting to collect my 
Social Security. How soon can I start to collect without hav- 
ing to give it back because my income is too high? And after 
I start collecting will I still have to pay into the program 
with deductions from my current salary, and if I do, will 
those payments from me help to increase what I will be able 
to collect from SSA? Signed: Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning Ahead: Social Security’s earnings limit 
goes away when you reach your full retirement age (FRA), 
which for you is 66. So, if you claim Social Security benefits 
to start in/June of next year you:do nét need to worry about 
your earnings causing Social Security to take back benefits 
- you'll have reached your full retirement age (FRA) and 
the earnings limit disappears at your FRA. But, whether you - 
can claim any. earlier in the year without it affecting your 
benefits depends on your earnings level. 

Starting next year, because that will be the year you 
reach your FRA, the psual earnings limit ($17,640 for 2019) 
will be about 2.5 times greater, or a little more, than this 
year’s limit of $46,920 for those in their FRA year. So, if 
you claim bengfits to start before June when you reach your 
FRA, you'll be subject to that higher 2020 annual limit and 
- depending on the month you claim - perhaps a monthly 
limit (thé annual limit divided by 12). Exceeding the annual 
limit will cause Social Security to take back some of your 
benefits, and If you éxceed the monthly limit you won "t be 


entitled to benefits for that month. However, if your income

starting next year won’t exceed those. limits you can claim 
earlier in the year without having benefits withheld. And if 
you don’t start your benefits before June of next year you 
won't be subject to an earnings limit at all next year, nor for 
any year thereafter. And just to be sure you’re aware, you 
can apply for Social Security about 3 months before you. 
want your benefits to start - but if you want to start benefits 
at your FRA just be sure to specify June 2020 as your ben- 
efit start month. For clarity, you can get benefits for the full 
month of June, the month you'reach your FRA, regardless 
of the day of the month you were born.

individual storage units. 

Smith said. approximate- 
ly one-fifth of Stor-U-Self’s 
customers are commercial 
clients, such as contractors, 
realtors, | pharmaceutical 
representatives and individ- 
uals with online businesses. 

“We found this has 
grown a little bit because 
of the warehousing industry 
becoming a little tight,” he 
said. “It helps people stay 
where they are.” 

In addition, Smith said 
self-storage facilities are 
important for residents be- 
cause newer housing units 
tend to have less space than 
older ones. 

“We’ve seen a reduction 

in size across the board in 
housing,” he said. “[Self- 
storage] offers a low-cost 
way to people to offset their 
loss and use it more effi- 
ciently.” 
_. The proposal includes a 
retail area on the first floor 
of the building, which Smith 
said could potentially be a 
FedEx or UPS drop-off lo- 
cation. A co-working space 
that Stor-U-Self’s custom- 
ers could use free of charge 
would be located adjacent to 
the retail space. 

“We tend to build larger 
office spaces complete with 
conference rooms, working 
spaces, for our commercial 


clients. We feel that it is im- 
portant to support the clien- 
tele that’s coming through,” 
Smith said. 

Rick Latini, the appli- 
cant’s civil engineer, said 


the Home Depot site has — 


550 striped spaces plus 32 


_unstriped spaces that are 


used on a seasonal basis, 
while the city’s zoning code 
would require a store of its 
size to have 272 spaces on 
site. 

If the proposal were 
approved, 188 of Home 
Depot’s spaces would be 
removed to make way for 
the new self-storage build- 
ing, Latini said, leaving 362 
striped spaces for the home 
improvement store, plus the 
32 other unstriped seasonal 
spaces. 

“They are getting well 
above the zoning ordinance 
requirement if our. proposal 
goes forward,” he said. 

Quincy’s zoning code 
would require a storage fa- 
cility of its size to have 81 
parking spaces, according 
to the applicant. Latini said 
that is because it falls under 
the category of warehouse 
space, because there is no 
section for self-storage fa- 
cilities in the zoning code. 
He said 25 spaces would be 
adequate for the site. 

“Self-storage 
have things coming and go- 


doesn’t ° 


ing like a shipping place. 
You have hardly any em- 
ployees. No one visits a 
self-storage facility except 
once in a while to grab their 
stuff,” Latini said. “We 
would be way overparked, 
obviously, if we used the 
zoning ordinance.” 

_ A drive-through area 
in the front of the building 
would.include three loading 
docks, which could accom- 
modate cars, pick-up trucks 
and similar-sized vehicles. 
A larger loading dock would 
be located in the rear of the 
building, big enough to ac- 
commodate larger trucks. 
Some of the first-floor units 
would be directly accessible 
from the exterior. 

The  building’s roof 
would be designed to ac- 
commodate solar panels, 
though additional testing 
would be needed to deter- 
mine if such panels would. 
be viable. 

Members of the Planning 
Board posed several ques- 
tions to the applicant’s team 
during the Sept. 11 meeting. -

We have this great pub- 
lic transit asset and we are 
wasting it with car-oriented 
businesses that require driv- 
ing...we could at least take 
a step in the right direction 
with this.” - 

Glynn, in response, said 
the city has been committed 
to transit-oriented develop- 
ment.

‘The Toyota Corolla is a very dependable vehicle and con- 
sidering the limited mileage you drive I don’t see the extra 
coverage is necessary. Regarding the loan, if you financed 
$12,000 at 3.5 percent interest for six years you would pay 
$13,321 for the car. If you shorten the loan to three years 
you would pay $12,658. Only you can decide if lower pay- 
ments are worth the extra overall cost. 

I just purchased a new Ford Ranger and made an ap- 
pointment at the dealership to change the oil at 1,000 
miles. The dealer said no appointment needed, they 

didn’t want to see the truck until 10,000 miles or one 
year. I’ve always changed the oil on a new vehicle at 
1,000 miles to get the metal particles out. I’m old; is this 
an old-fashioned idea? 

The idea of changing the oil within the first 500-1,000 
miles made a lot of sense years ago for just the reasons you 
mentioned: to remove any metal contamination from the oil 
that could cause long term wear. Today, engines are run/ 

tested and machine work and assembly are far superior than 
years ago. I would follow the recommendations in vehicle 


owner’s manual and check the oil level c on a monthly basis. 

I have a 2015 Subaru Forester. Occasionally, the “Hill 
Start Assist” warning light appears, when going uphill, 
in traffic. I think that it'might be due to applying the 
brake, in stop and go traffic, and stepping on the gas 
pedal, almost at the same time. Does this act bring on 
the light? The light does not remain “on”, and doesn’t 
come on again, when traffic eases. Also, it never comes 
on when in traffic on level surfaces. Is this something 
that I need to have Subaru check out for a $139 diag- 
nostic test? 

The “hill-assist” system keeps the car + from rolling when 

on a hill by applying the brakes for a few seconds. The sys- 
tem doesn’t work on flat roads because it isn’t necessary. 
‘From your description is sounds as if the system may be 
malfunctioning. In the owner’s manual there is a procedure 
to disable the hill-assist feature, although then the light is 
on at all times. If you don’t want to be annoyed be the hill- 
assist light, then it would make sense to have the condition 
diagnosed and repaired 

I’m considering buying an electric car end I’m curi- 
ous: do you (AAA) provide road service any more often 
to people with electric cars? Do electric car driver’s run 

out of electricity more often than people with internal 
combustion cars? 

We provide road service to all types of vehicles and elec- 
tric vehicle owners call us the majority of time for the same 
reasons the people who drive gasoline cars. The typical road 
service calls are for flat tires (many E/Vs don’t have a spare 
tire), keys locked in the car and road service after a traffic

crash. The amount of battery related calls are almost im- 
measurable. 

I read an answer to a question about someone storing | 
a RAV4 hybrid and you gave an answer about keeping 
the 12-volt battery charged. I have a Tesla model 3 and 
it will sit for several months over the winter. Will a float 
style charger compensate for the parasitic drain for such 
a large battery? 

Similar to a hybrid, your Tesla uses a 12-volt battery in 
addition to the traction batteries. The biggest issue with Tes- 
la, as a company they provide very little technical informa- 
tion. My assumption is, if the main battery is fully charged 
and plugged in, even at 120-volts the on-board DC conver- 
tor should keep the 12-volt battery charged.

AAA: True Cost Of Annual Vehicle Ownership Rises To $9,282 


It’s a le ite to Gian Salah, won a new 
car this year. 

_ Finance costs on new car purchases have jumped 24% in 
2019, according to new AAA research, pushing the average 
annual cost of vehicle ownership to $9,282, or $773.50 a 
month. That’s the highest cost associated with new vehicle 
ownership since AAA began tracking expenses in 1950 and 
a reminder that the true costs of owning a vehicle extend far 
beyond maintenance and fuel. 

“Finance costs accounted for more than 40% of the to- 

tal increase in average vehicle ownership costs,” said John 

- Paul, AAA Northeast Senior Manager of Traffic Safety. 

“AAA found finance charges rose more sharply in the last 
12 months than any major expense associated with owning 
a vehicle.” 

The spike in finance charges - which rose from $744 to 
$920, a nearly $200 increase -- was fueled by rising fed- 
eral interest rates and higher vehicle prices. It comes as 
72-month car loans have become increasingly common — 
meaning car buyers are paying more, and longer, for ve- 
hicles that lose value the moment they’re sold. Long-term 
loans offer lower monthly car payments, but they ultimately 
cost the consumer more. AAA found that, on average, every 
12 months added to the life of a loan adds nearly $1,000 in 
total finance charges. 

“Smaller monthly payments may be tempting to poten- 
tial buyers, but they can add big costs in the long run,” Mr. 
Paul said. 

The new figures come from Your Driving Costs, which 
reviews nine categories of vehicles — consisting of 45 mod- 
els — to determine the average annual operating and owner- 
ship costs of each. AAA focuses on top-selling, mid-priced 
models and compares them across six expense categories: 
fuel prices; maintenance/repair/tire costs; insurance rates; 
license/registration/taxes; depreciation; and finance charg- 
es. Annual average costs increased in each category. 

Of all costs, depreciation, a measure of how quickly a

car loses value, remains the single biggest cost of owner- 
ship, accounting for more than a third (36%) of the average 
annual cost. It slowed a bit this year, with vehicles included 
in the study losing an average of $3,334 a year, up $45 — or 
1.4% — from last year. In 2018, depreciation rose by $117, or 
3.7%. In two vehicle classes this year — small and medium 
sedans — depreciation costs actually declined.

‘than last year. The per-mile increase was driven by gasoline

Electricity prices for EV charg- 
ing also rose 0.1 cent per kilowatt-hour (0.08%), but the 
market share of the electric vehicles in the study (0.48%) 
makes the effect of this increase on the overall average fuel 
cost negligible. Fuel costs vary widely by vehicle type, 
ranging from a low of 3.65 cents per mile for electric ve- 
hicles, to 15.67 cents per mile for pickup trucks. 

e Average maintenance and repair costs climbed mar- 
ginally to 8.94 cents per mile, up 8.9% over last year. The 
increase was fueled by the growing complexity of vehicle 
systems and an updated methodology for calculating repair 
costs. 

¢ Electric vehicles had the lowest maintenance and repair 
costs — 6.6 cents per mile — while medium-sized SUVs had 
the highest at 9.6 cents per mile.

and Koch on Monday sub- 
mitted an amended request 
to borrow $17.82 million 
for the three projects.

A significant 
surge occurred and obvious- 
ly it highlighted the need for 
the seawalls to be immedi- 
ately addressed.” 

Most of the new seawall 
will be built two feet higher 
than the existing barrier, 
Murphy said..Some 1,350 
feet of seawall in the area 
of Terne Road and Norton 
Beach will be built four feet 
higher, Murphy said, and 
the remainder of the sea- 
wall will be designed so its 
height can be raised an addi- 
tional two feet in the future 
as well. 

The new seawall has 
an expected lifespan of 50 
years, Murphy said. 

Acton-based MIG Cor- 
poration was the low bid- 
der for the construction of 


the seawall, which. -has a 


total cost. of $14.9. million, 


inchiding a 10 percent con- 
struction contingency and 
a 4.5 percent allowance for 
construction administration. 

Work on the new sea- 
wall could begin March 1, 
2020, Murphy said, and 
the project should be sub- 
stantially complete within 
nine months. The contrac- 
tor will first have to pre-cast 
the concrete blocks that will 
comprise the top of the new 
seawall. 

“The schedule for start- 
ing March 1 is due to the 
fact that the contractor has to 
pre-cast over 1,000 blocks,” 
Murphy said. “Normally 
they can cast three or four or 
five a day. It’s months and 
months of preparation.” 

The drainage improve- 
ment projects have a com- 
bined cost of $2.8 million. 
Murphy said hydraulics 
analysis of the Terne Road, 
Post Island Road and Bay- 
swater Road areas would 
begin once funding is in 
place and take about three 
months. It could take up to 
two years to design, per- 
mit and construct the new 
stormwater pumping sta- 
tion. 

The study of the Willows 
Marsh . drainage system is 
also set to begin this fall, 
with draft findings ready in 
the spring of 2020. The city

and Army Corps of Engi- 
neers will split the $240,000 
cost for the study. 

The city has applied for 
more than $10 million in 
federal and state grants to 
offset the amount it needs 
to borrow to pay for the 
three projects, Murphy said. 
Those grants could be re- 
ceived as soon as this fall. 

City Council President 
Brad Croall said Koch’s ad- 
ministration should consider 
using hotel tax- receipts to 
pay for part of the project’s 
cost. Seawalls are among 
the items on which hotel tax 
money can be spent, along 
with parks and open space. 

“My thought is if you 
could take a good project, 
which this is...and essen- 
tially put a funding mecha- 
nism on it that is outside of 
the general tax base, I think 
that just takes a good project 
and makes it a great proj- 
ect,” Croall said. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said the ad- 
ministration would be open 
to using hotel tax money to 
cover some of the cost. 

“The administration 
would be happy to review 
the hotel/motel tax revenue 
and if there is an appropriate 
way to divert or use some of 
that funding to offset some 
of the bond cost, we would 


be open to that,” Walker 
said. 

Councillor Nina Liang 
asked if the contractor for 
the project would be focus- 
ing solely on the seawall or 
if they would also be work- 
ing on other projects in the 
city. 

“The DPW also has quite 
a number of projects on 
their hands,” Liang said. 
“Will these people working 
on this project also be work- 
ing on capital improvement 
projects across the city?” 

City engineer Paul 
Costello said the contrac- 
tor, MIG Corporation, is 
not working on any other 
projects in Quincy. The city 
also plans to retain Tighe & 
Bond as a consultant during 
construction; staff in Costel- 
lo’s office will oversee the 
project as well. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci made the sugges- 
tion to pass the $14.32 mil- 
lion bond and not wait until 
after the amended request 


for $17.82 million request 
was advertised. 

“IT don’t understand why 
we don’t vote on this to- 
night,” he said. “This is the 
kind of thing that is timely, 
the work needs to get done; 
we can approve $14.3 mil- 
lion and then an additional’ 
bond authorization for the 
difference...can come in. 

“That $14 million will let 
them get started.” 

McCarthy, the Ward 1 
councillor, said he was on 
board with passing the origi- 
nal $14.32 million bond re- 
quest. 

“T’m in full support to go 
after it now and get it ap- 
proved and then go back for 
that second appropriation,” 
he said. 

City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
said the $14.32 million bond 
was properly advertised and 
before the council.

O’Donnell Sees Spike In Lending Activity 


Continuing a recent trend 
seen in Norfolk County, 
Register of Deeds William 
O’Donnell reports a sig- 
nificant 25 percent increase 
year over year in the num- 
ber of mortgages recorded 
during the month of August. 
This activity stood in con- 
trast to a small decline seen 
in the number of properties 
sold countywide during the 
month.

and personal needs.

Attacks On Oil Facilities Could Spike Gas Prices 


Last weekend’s attacks 
on two major oil facilities 
in Saudi Arabia have taken 
6 percent of global oil sup- 
ply off the market, and the 
result could be higher prices 
for consumers at the gas 
pumps, at least in the short 
term, says AAA Northeast. 

“Right now, AAA is fore- 
casting that Americans can 
expect local pump prices to 
start to increase this week,” 
said Mary Maguire, direc- 
tor of Public and Legislative 
Affairs. “Whether this is a 
short or long term trend will 
be determined by the price 


of crude oil and how quickly , 


the facilities in Saudi Arabia 
can recover. Damage to the 
facilities is still being as- 
sessed, but there is no word 


if it will be days, weeks, 


or even months before the 
infrastructure in repaired 
and back online.” AAA es- 
timates the jump could be 
as high as a quarter per gal- 
lon over the course of the 
month.

Why do shops that perform oil changes charge a

the best position possible in 
the most adverse times,” he 
said. 

“This is a called-for in- 
vestment, I think, proac- 
tively across the board. It’s 
pretty amazing how much 
work, financial resources, 
time, everything, that goes 
into maintaining the city.” 

The bond includes $1.1 
million for work at North 
Quincy High School, in- 
cluding wall installation, 
lighting, carpeting, ceilings 
and repairs in the audito- 
rium. Quincy High School 
will get new boilers for 
$350,000. and a domestic 
water tank for $150,000. 
Quincy High and Central 
Middle School will also get 
new shades at a combined 
$60,000. 

Various schools will have 
their floors upgraded at a to- 
tal cost of $500,000. 

Asbestos in the flooring 
of the Snug Harbor School 
will be abated at a cost of 


$400,000; $200,000 will be 
set aside for masonry work 
and bathrooms there as well. 

The gym roof at the Wol- 
laston School will be re- 
placed and the school will 
get new lockers and bath- 
room repairs; the work will 
total $220,000. Point Web- 
ster will get new lockers as 
well, at a cost of $50,000. 

An overall systems study 
and design will be undertak- 
en at Lincoln-Hancock at a 
cost of $500,000. At Broad 
Meadows, the domestic wa- 
ter and HVAC systems will 
be redesigned and partially 
upgraded for $400,000. 
Della Chiesa’s HVAC sys- 
tem will be upgraded at a 
cost of $200,000. 

The bathrooms at Ather- 
ton Hough will be made 
ADA compliant at a cost of 
$100,000 and the school’s 
roof unit hoods replaced 
for $50,000. Some $40,000 
will be spent at Squantum 
School for ADA compli- 
ance. 

Hines said most of the 


school work would take 
place in the summer, once 
the school year ends, though 
lockers. could be’ replaced 
over winter break or even 
during school hours at the 
principals’ request. 

Other work includes 
a new roof for the North 
Quincy library branch -at a 
cost of $200,000; Hines said 
the new roof there is being 
designed.

Figural Doorstop --- How 
do you keep a heavy door 
from slamming shut? That 
was a problem by the mid- 
18th century when huge 
brass hinges held the doors. 
It was solved with wedges, 
heavy rocks or doorstops 
of many sizes and shapes. 
Cast-iron figural doorstops 
were made in the early 
1900s but did not become 
popular until the 1910s, 
when many American 
companies began making 
figural examples. 

One of the most interest- 
ing is called “Huckle- 
berry Finn,” a figure of a 
farm boy in blue overalls 
and a yellow shirt carry- 
ing a fishing pole and bait 
bucket. It’s 12 3/8 inches 
high and has a wedge back. 
The doorstop is marked 
Littco and was made by 
the Littlestown Hardware 
& Foundry Company that 
‘Started in 1916.-It made 
doorstops, bookends, ham- 
mers and fireplace accesso- 
ries until 1940 and the war. 
After the war, the company 
started making cast alu- 
minum products. In ‘the 
1990s, it stopped iron cast- 
ing. One of Littco’s most 
famous doorstops; Hal- 
loween Girl, a costumed 
girl with a pumpkin in ex- 
cellent condition, sold for 
$29,500 in 2016. 

“Huckleberry Finn” is an 
important book written in 
1884 by Mark Twain. It 
was the first “bookstore” 
book written in vernacular 
English, and it included 
swear words and descrip- 
tions of good and bad parts 
of life at the time. An ex- 
cellent example of the 
Huckleberry Finn doorstop 
with almost perfect paint 
sold for $325 in 2016 at an 
important Bertoia auction 
of just doorstops.
